LIGHT PLANS SENT 


BY ENGINEER KERCH 


Company Soon to Start Manufacturing 


Standard* and' Lights for the 


New System. 


Plans and specification* for the light 
ing standards to be used for the orna- 
meiitiit lighting system to the business 
district of this ciby>, have:been furnish- 
ed to the Industrial Foundry company 
of St. John,, Michigan by City'Engi- 
neer 0. V. Kerch. The lighting stand- 
ards are to be mode by the Industrial 
company, according to these specifica- 
tions and subject to tihe approval and 
supervision of the city engineer. De- 
livery will start within thirty -days' 
time. 


Tho iboartJ of public works will un- 
doubtedly take up further plane for 
the installation of the new lighting sys- 
tem at their meeting to be held Mon- 
day afternoon. The contract has not 
been signed-by the council, but an 
agreement has been reached between 
the company and'the city of Jansville. 
It appears that there is nothing to hin- 
der .the installation of the standards 
within a month or so, even' though all 
the telephone and power poles are not 
yefi down, in accordance to the 
ordi- 
nance of the city. There is every Indi- 
cation, however, that these .poles will 
be off the streets named in. the ordi- 
nance by the first 
of May, the time 
limit. At the present time the compan- 
ies owning poles 
> are awaiting more 
favorable weather before laying coa- 
duits la whfch to place the rest of the 
overhead wires. 


Trouble has been encountered in ob- 
taining contracts with \the property 
owners to allow the Janesville Trac- 
tion company the right to make a con- 
tact with their trolley wires to the 
buildings, so as to eliminate a set of 
poles. 
While many building owners 
readily consented there were a few 
who refused to grant the company the 
right. It Is the plan of the company to 
attach as many wfres to buildings, 'pur- 
suant, to the suggestion of the city, as 
possible, and in the other cases put up 
iron posts. It was pointed out this 
morning that there was no danger from 
fire or from electricity from the guy 
wires holding the trolley, as there is a 
circuit breaker on each wire. On the 
bridge the city is going to place single 
unit lights on the present standard, 
taking off the cluster lights. For car- 
rying the trolley, a bracked will be 
used to extend up from the side of the 
standard.

One of the cu- 
rious results of high coal prices is 
that in Rome the losers are the gas 
companies, not the consumers. 
It is estimated that the gas com- 
panies have already lost 
3,000000 
lires, as a result of thuir contracts 
with the city, made in peace times, 
to furnish gas at 16 centimes the met- 
ric cube, whereas it is costing them 
32 centimes to furnish It. 
From the point of view of the poor 
people, Rome is thuu the most for- 
tunate of European capitals. Lon- 
dou, 
Paris and Venice may turn off 
their lights as a precaution against 
aeroplane attack, but in Rome, where 
no such fear is entertained by the 
military authorities, the streets are 
as brilliantly lighted as ever they 
were at the height of the tourist sea- 
son and the Romans continue to find 
happiness and warmth in late street 
promenades ana coffee drinking .on 
the sidewalk cafes. 
While coal .may soar

prices, the cost of gas, which is made 
of coal, cannot increase, under the 
city contract, so the people, rich and 
poor alike, are installing gas heaters 
as fast as possible.

Ettravagant Bids Made to Secure Gar-

New York, Feb.,4.—The deadly pos- 
sibilities of every barrel of garbage 
collected in New York City, besides 
those arising from the) noxious gases 
caused by decaying waste

tion wasj brought by a large realty 
company seeking an injunction to re- 
strain the city from awarding new con- 
tracts tor the disposal of garbage. Ac- 
cording to the arguments of the attor- 
neys the resultant product of garbage 
after being treated with, eteam is 
grease. -Its value fluctuates between 
one and six cents a pound. Due to the 
war there happens to be a great de- 
mand for grease, because from it 
comes glycerine, and from that is made 


• nitro-glycerine for which there is much 
i call at the present time-across the wa- 
ter. Never before in the history of 
New York has such an array of'high- 
priced lawyers appeared to fight lor 
the city's garbage. Several companies 
have been formed, each o£ which is try- 
Ing to outbid the other in order to se- 
cure the garbage privilege. One firm 
has offered to pay $900,000 for a five 
year privilege to collect and convert 
garbage into war materials. The pres- 
ent suit is to prevent thin flrm from 
securing the privilege and it is being 
claimed that other firms are ready, to 
bid even more. Tlie situation is a 
great contrast to what has taken place 
In other .years when the city has been 
compelled to pay millions of dollars to 
contractors to collect and dispose of 
the waste.

An effort to keep Fifth avenue in the 
neighborhood of the large department 
stores and hotels clear of the half aiil- 
lion loft and factory employes during 
the noonday lunch hour was recently 
inaugurated by the police commission- 
er of the city, when a policeman was 
detailed to visit the loft buildings ad- 
jacent to Fifth avenue and talk to the 
employes. Hundred 
of complaints 
have poured into police headquarters 
from merchants who asserted that cus- 
tomers can hardly get into their stores 
because of the blockade caused by the 
thousands of workers who crowd the 
sidewalk from ,14th. to 42nd street from 
noon to two o'clock every afternoon. In 
the past, city officials have tried with- 
out success to find a solution for the 
problem. The novel scheme of having 
a policeman visit the lofts and ask the 
co-operation of the workers themselves 
lias received hearty indorsement. It 
is explained to the workers that,- the 
streets are free to the public and that 
it is not the intention of the civil or 
police authorities to drive them away 
or to curtail their privileges. They are 
naked to appoint committees to co-oper- 
ate wlih the police in "keeping the peo- 
ple moving, and if possible to use the 
side {.-treats and adjacent avenues in- 
stead of Fifth avenue as much as pos- 
sible. 
These suggestions have been 
received in good spirit, and many of 
the workers have already adopted 'the 
new plan.

That New York City has developed 
into the greatest industrial and com- 
mercial center in the world will come 
as a surprise to many, but. these facts 
are revealed by a survey recently com- 
pleted by an association in this city. 
Although the 
survey has . included, 
every one of the industries in the city, 
and has been extended to every corner 
of tho five boroughs, particular atten- 
tion was- devoted to the central dis- 
trict of Manhattan Borough, whicfi,' for 
this purpose, was bounded by Gaual 
and 33rd streets, and Fourth avenue 
and the Hudson river. 
One -of 
the 
most striking features revealed by the 
work is the fact that the population of 
New York City increases 100,000 annu- 
ally, and that this average increase 
has not. been interrupted since 1840. 
It is shown that one-tenth of the en- 
tire manufactured products of the en- 
tire United States are made in this 
city, and that during the decade 1900-1 
1910 
the value of these products in-1 
creased seventy per cent.
